By Law 2, 1871, passed for the purpose of raising funds to repay the Steam-tug Loan, it is enacted 
that, on every Bill of Entry, provided for by Sections 32 and 39, Ordinance 6, 1855, for goods 
imported, or to be delivered from Crown or Bonding Warehouses, and upon which import duties shall 
be due and payable, there shall be charged and paid on the total amount of the import duties set forth

PORT AND HARBOUR DUES—(continued). 


In blowing weather, an extra charge of £2 will be made within the outer anchorage, or a circle 
of eleven fathoms of water around it, for vessels up to two hundred tons, and 1s. per ton for each ton, 
over. 

In moderate weather a charge of £4 per mile, and in blowing weather of £6 pcr mile, will be 
made for towing beyond the anchorage. 

Should the tug take a vessel in tow, and subsequently owing to bad weather, adverse wind, or 
other circumstances, be compelled to cast her off, the full charge for towing a vessel will be made. 

The Pioneer is not adapted for cargo, but when goods are taken on board, the charge will be 7s. 
6d. per ton, and the Government cannot be responsible for any damage which may occur to them. 


The charge for towing lighters in or out will be £t for one highter for each trip out or in, and 


£1 10s. for each additional lighter, the owners being jointly and severally responsible for the payment.

Steam will be got up to convey passengers only, on the sum of £5 for cach trip being duly 
guaranteed ; and she will be at liberty to take passengers or goods on board when employed in towing 
vessels. 

All passengers and all goods required to be conveycd by the Pronerr, must be conevyed to and 


from tbat vessel in the boats of the consignees of the ship on whose account the tug is engaged for 


such purpose. 

Any detention of the tug by ships, passengers, or boats, over one hour, will be charged for at 
the rate of £3 for each hour entcred on. 

For towing vessels from the usual anchorage near tho Custom House to the Bluff Channcl, a 
charge of £5 will be made, provided the time does not excced one hour, 911 £3 for each hour entered 
on over that time. Vessels required to be so moved must first be warped to the tug at her moorings. 
If the Government warps are used, a charge of £1 per hour will be made; and if they be wilfully 
or carclessly chafed or cut, a charge of £1, on the joint responsibility of the owner, captain, or agent, 
will be made. All applications for the services of the tug in th’s respect must be made in writing to 
the Port Captain, and be signed by the commander or owncr, or agent of the vessel, who will be held 


eynjointly responsible for the expense.

Two Shillings and Sixpence stcrling, and so on in proportion for any greater or less quantity. 
Provided, tbat upon spirits distilled by any owner or occupier of any land, from any grapes, peaches, 
figs, or other fruit, being the bond fide produce of such land, there shall be paio instead, a duty at the 
rate of Ten Shillings for every gallon of the working capacity of the still so used, for each and every 
month during which, or portion of which, such still shall be in operation; such duty to be paid by the 


said owner |.cfore commencing to distil.

LAND REVENUE. 


By Government Notice of 31st March, 1849, it was directed that each farm granted under the 
conditions of the Proclamations of 10th February, 1848, and of 16th February, 1849, was chargeable 


from the date of approval of the inspection, with a provisional annual quit-rent of £3. 


By Proclamation of 7th July, 1856, it was proclaimed, that the unappropriated country lands of 
the Crown would be disposed of, on the conditions thereafter set forth, in farms of from 50 to 3,000 
acres in extent, according to the nature of the soil and the locality, on payment of an annual quit-rent 
of not less than £6 on every farm so granted. 


By Proclamation of 29th April, 1857, the regulations set forth in said Proclamation of 7th July, 


1856, were annulled, and others substituted, viz. : 


Crass 1.—Unappropriated Crown Lands in the Counties of Klip River, Weenen, Umvoti, and 
Pietermaritzburg (exclusive of Ward No. 6, of the last County), and also in that portion of the 
Division now called Upper Umkomauzi, not being nearer than forty miles from tho sea-shore, would 
be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 3,000 acres, on condition of occupation, and ata 


perpetual annual quit-rent of one farthing per acre. 


Crass 2.—Unappropriated Crown Lands in the Counties of Victoria and Durban, and in the 
Division now called Lower Umkomanzi, as also in that portion of the Division now called Upper 
Umkomanzi, being within forty miles of the sea-shore, would be granted on condition of occupation, 
and as follows :— | | ; 

- Ist. Unappropriated lands, situated within 20 miles of the sea-shore, and 30 miles of the 
Port of Durban, would be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 300 acres, at a 
perpetual annual quit-rent of twopence half-penny per acre. | 

2nd. Unappropriated lands, situated beyond 30 muilcs of the Port of Durban, and within 20 
miles of the sea-shore, would be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 600 acres, | 
at a perpetual annual quit-rent of one penny farthing per acre. 

8rd. All other unappropriated lands, included in Class 2, would be granted in farms not 
exceeding an area of 1,000 acres, at a perpetual annual quit-rent of three farthings per 
acre; but on all farms granted as above, and not oceupied, there shall be payable 
annually, duripg non-occupation, a fine per acro of four times the amount of quit-rent 


per acre, and in addition to the said quit-rent. 


Finally, by Proclamation of 2rd July, 1858, said Proclamation of 29th April, 1857, was revoked, 
and it was proclaimed that henceforth the Crown Lands of this Colony will be disposed of under the 
following conditions :— 

1. The unappropriated Crown Lands in this Colony will be sold in freehold, and by public 
auction only. 

2. Unless it is otherwise notified, the upset price for such sales will be four shillings (4s). 
per acre, but the Governor for the time being will have the power to fix sach higher 
urset price as the locality, or other circumstances, may render expedient, of which due 
notice will always be publicly given. 

8. Persons desirous of becoming purchasers will apply, in writing to the Colonial Secretary, 
resoecting the land they wish to have put up for sale; stating in what division it is 


situated, and, as far as practicable, its position, boundaries, and probable extent.

These applications, after being recorded in the Colonial Office, will be transmitted to the Surveyor- 
General, who, if he sees no objection to the land being disposed of, will call upon the applicant to 
deposit with him the probable expense of the survey; which expense will be borne by the eventual 
purchaser. 

4. Should the applicant not become the purchaser, the amount deposited by him will be 
refunded when paid by the eventual purchaser ; but should no sale take place, no refund 
can be made. 

5. Lands offered for sale will be advertised for one month in the Government Gazette, at the 
expiration of which time they will be sold by public auction. 

6. Ten per cent. of the purchase money, together with the surveying expenses, must be paid 
on the day of sale, and the balance within one calendar month thereafter ; in default of 
which the ten per cent. and surveying expenses so paid will be forfeited to the Colonial 
Treasury. 


RENTAL OF PASTORAL LANDS. 


_ By Government Notice of 12th August, 1872, certain conditions, which have been approved by: 
the Secretary of State, are published for general information. 

Applications will be received by the Surveyor-General for the lease of tracts of Crown Lands, not 
less than 1,000 acres, and not exceeding 2,000 acres in extent, at a yearly rental of not more than 1d. 
per acre, nor less than half that sum. 

One year’s rent must accompany each application. | 

Each lease may be converted into freehold at 5s. per acre, or a portion of the same, not less 
than 250 acres, and in the latter case, the leaseholder shall be entitled to a further lease of twice the 
quantity converted into Freehold as grazing land at such rent, not exceeding 1d., and not less than 3d. 
per acre, as may be determined on by the Government. These lands are also held under certain 
conditions as to stock.

FEES UPON NATIVE USAGES AND CUSTOMS. 

By Law No. 1, 1869, power is given to the Lieutenant-Governor, with the advice of the Executive 
Council, to impose Fees upon Native Usages and Customs, in such manner and on such 
conditions, and subject to such restrictions, as to the Lieutenant-Governor may seem fit. By 
Proclamation of 27th September, 1869, it was proclaimed and made known as follows :— 

That from and after a day to be named herein or hereafter, all marriages, or cases of divorce 
between native and native, and all translations, whether of wives or sons of natives, celebrated, 
decreed, or made, in any County or Division of this Colony, shall be registered in the office of the 
Resident Magistrate of such County or Division, acting in his capacity of Administrator of Native 
Law, and that a fee shall be payable on each such registration. 

That the manner of registration and the fee payable on each such registration shall be in 
accordance with such regulations as may from to time be issued to the respective Magistrates, under 
the provisions of Law No. 1, 1869. 

That this order shall apply to, and come into force within the Counties of Pietermaritzburg, 
Durban, Umvoti, and Weenen, and the Divisions of Klip River and Newcastle, and the Inanda and 
Tugela Divisions of the County of Victoria, upon and after the first day of November next (1869). 
And by Proclamation of 18th October, 1869, it was further proclaimed and made known, that the same 

orders should apply to, and come into force in the Division of Upper Umkomanzi, County of 
Alexandra, and County of Alfred, upon and after the fifteenth day of November, 1869.

of Durban, the power and authority for the levy and collection of the Toll shall vest in and be exercised 


by the Colonial Government. The Government have not yet taken any steps to acquire this right. 


TELEGRAPH. 


The Electric Telegraph line between Durban and Pietermaritzburg was taken over by the Govy- 
ernment on September Ist, 1873. The following tariff of charges was authorised by Government

REFUNDED AND SURCHARGES RECOVERED. 


It 1s impossible to state the nature of the receipts brought to account under this head, since they 


depend, for the most part, upon circumstances and contingencies not to be foreseen. 





PROCEEDS OF SALE OF GOVERNMENT PROPERTY. 


The proceeds under this head are of course variable, and cannot be defined with any degree of 
exactness, but generally arise from the sale of presents from Native Chiefs, school-books, and such 


sales of other Government property as cannot be classified under land and other heads of revenue. 








SALE OF AMMUNITION. 


The receipts under this head are the proceeds of the sale of Ammunition, which, by Law No. 12, 
1862, is placed under the control of the Colonial Government. 
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MISCELLANEOUS RECEIPTS. 


Wnder this head are classified several minor receipts, among which are comprised the following :—

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POLITICAL FRANCHISE. 


(Extract from Royal Charter, dated 15th July, 1856.) 


§ 11. Every man, except as hereinafter excepted, above the age of twenty-one years; who possesses 
any immovable property to the value of £50, or wh) rents any such property of the yearly value of 
£10, within any Electoral District, and who is duly registered in manner hereinafter mentioned, shall 
be entitled to vote at the election of a member for such district. When any such property as aforesaid 
is occupied by more persons than one, as proprietors or renters, each of such occupants, being duly 
registered, shall be entitled to vote in respect of such property, provided the value, or, as the case may 
be, the rent thereof, be such as would entitle each of such joint occupants to a vote if equally divided 


among them. 


§ 12. Aliens, not having been naturalised by some act of the Imperial Parliament, or of the 
Legislature of Natal, and persons who shall have been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous 


offence, and shall not have received a free pardon, shall not be qualified to vote at any such election. 


§ 13. No person shall be capable of being elected member of the Legislative Council unless he 
shall be a duly qualified and registered elector of some electoral district in the colony, nor unless he 
shall have been invited to become a candidate for such election by at least ten electors of the county 
or borough which it is proposed he shall represent; nor unless such requisition shall have been 
transinitted to the Resident Magistrate of the county or borough, with a notification of the said 


candidate’s acceptance thereof, at least fourtecn dsys before such election is appointed to take place. 


(Lutract from Law 11, 1865, disqualifying certuin Natives from exercising Electoral Franchise.) 


1. Every male native, resident in this colony, or having the necessary property qualification 
therein, whether sabject to the operation of the Native Laws, customs, and usages in force in this 
colony, or exempted therefrom, save as in this law is provided, shall be disqualified from becoming a 
duly registered elector, and shall not be entitled te vote at the election of a member of the Legislative 


Council for any electoral district of the Colony of Natal. 


2. Any male native inhabitant of this colony who shall show to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor that he has been resident in this colony for a period of twelve years, or that he has been 
occasionally resident thercin equivalent to a twelve years’ residence, and who shall possess the requisite 
property qualification, and shall have been exempted [see Law 28, 1885] from the operation of Native 
Law for a period of seven years, and who shill produce to ths Licutenant-Governor a certificate signed 
by three duly-qualified electors of European origin as near as may be to the form in Schedule A 
appended to this Law, and endorsed by a Justice of the Peace or Resident Magistrate of the district 
in which such native resides, a statement to the effect that the Justice or Resident Magistrate endorsing 
said certificate has no reason to doubt the truth of said certificate, and that the persons signing it are 
credible persons, shall be entitled to petition the Licutenant-Governor of Natal for a certificate to 
entitle him to be revistered as a duly qualified clector for that electoral division in the colony in which 


such native may possess the requisite property qualification. 
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3. The Lieutenant-Governor may direct that the application of any such native be published in 
the Government Guzette, and call upon any person having objection to any such natiye becoming a duly- 
qualified elector, to submit such objection in writing to the Secretary for Native Affuirs, for the 


consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor. 


4, The Lieutenant-Gouvernor tazy make such rules and orders in and abont the publieation of any 
such application, and recciviug, and entertaining, and deciding upon, any objection thereto, as may to 


him seem necessary. 


5. The Lieutenant-Governor may, at his discretion, grant or refuse to any native applying in 
manner aforesaid for such certificate, entitling him to be registered as a duly-qualified elector; provided 
always no such certificate shall be granted unless it shall have been published in manner described in 


Clause 3, at least three months previous to the granting thereof. 


6. Every male native who shall have been exempted from the operation of Native Laws, customs, 
and usages, for a period of seven years, and who shall have obtained a certificate from the Lieutcnant- 
Governor entitling such native to be registered as an elector, and who shall be possessed of the 
immovable property qualification required by any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, shall 
be entitled to be duly registered as an elector, and, when registered, shall be entitled to vote at the 


election of a member of the Legislative Council for such district 11 which he may possess such property. 


7. Every male native to whom such certificate shall have been granted by the Lieutcnant- Governor 
so long as he may possess the requisite property qualification, and who shall nof bo convie!cd of treason 
or of any infamous crone, or of any crime which, if committed in Bneland, woutd be fony, shall, 
subject to the provisions of Her Majesty’s Letters Patent given at Westminster the fifteenth day of 
July, in the twentieth year of Her Majesty’s reign, or any law in force for the time being in that behalf, 
be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for the district in which he 


may possess such property qualification.

and the numbers of boys and girls between 5 and 15 in each ward. No statement can present the 
difficulty of providing schools for our children more plainly than this table. Taking, for instance, the 


returns for the County of Pietermaritzburg, we find in Ward No. 1 only a number of children sufficient

to warrant the presence of two schools in the Ward if the families lived in proximity ; as it is, they live 
scattered over a Ward of 25 miles in length and breadth. In Ward No. A, extending from Giant’s 
Castle to Richmond, a distance of sixty miles at least, we have (if the returns are accurate*) only 65 
children between 5 and 15; and in Weenen, Ward No. 1, stated to have 92 children who should be at 
school, lies 40 miles at least along the Tugela from Colenso to the Drakensberg, and southward as much 
— Table No. 4.

The presence of boarding schools in the Borough and County of Pietermaritzburg, and in the 
County of Umvoti, accounts for the large returns from these Counties under the head of “ private 
aid;” and the expenses of the High and common schools in Pietermaritzburg and Durban, swell 
the total amounts of public money spent in the two Boroughs. . ee 

From Table No. 8 it appears that the. proportion of children between 5 and 15 years old to the 
total population is as 1 to 3: 71, or, to speak generally, out of every 22 people in the Colony 6 should be 
at school. In Pietermaritzburg only (there is no return in this respect from Durban) does the population 
bear to the children between 5 and 15 a proportion greater than 4 to 1. Without the means at hand 
of comparing these returns with similar returns elsewhere, my impregsion is that in this Colony we 
have to provide school accommodation in proportion to the population in excess of that which is found 


to be sufficient at home. 


GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS. 
THE HIGH SCHOOLS AT PIETERMARITZBURG AND DURBAN. 


| The masters in our two High Schools, as in other schools of the secondary class in the Colony, 
“have two difficulties, among others, to contend with. The one is that they have to receive boys whose 
_ previous training has been defective; boys who should be in a preparatory school as requiring special 
attention, and who, on the principle that the pace of a regiment is that of the weakest man in it, retard 
the progress of the rest. The other difficulty is that at fifteen, just about the period when a boy having 
acquired some knowledge, has began to acquire also habits of correctness, application, and analysis, he 
is removed to earn his livelihood. 

_ Considering our many drawbacks, and comparing our examination papers with those of the Cape 
and of the local examinations of Cambridge and Oxford, there is good reason to be satisfied with the 
results of Mr. Forder’s and Mr. Russell’s works in our High Schools. 

In the High School, Pietermaritzburg, the numbers have increased under Mr. Forder’s energetic 
management. The ordinary attendance at the end of the year was 46 against 43 in 1872, and the 
average attendance throughout the year has been 44 against 34 in 1872. 

Mr. Forder has lost the services of Mr. Scoones, assistant master, with charge of the French classes, 
for six years. I have from time to time received favourable reports of his efficiency, zeal, and good 
temper. The salaries of the assistant masters here and at Durban were somewhat raised in the past 
year, viz: from £120 to £150, but Mr. Scoones found the salary insufficient to meet the increased 

expenses of living here, and he has been obliged reluctantly to resign. 
At Durban we have lost the services of Mr. Russell, the head master. He came to the Colony in 
1866 ; in 1872 he was compelled to go to Kutope on sick leave, but resumed work in 1873, only to 
find that his health would not stand the climate ; his resignation took effect on the lst April; he has 
completed eight years of cheerful, laborious, and thorough work, the results of which, I feel sure, will be 
seen in the career of the boys now growing up who have had the good fortune to be under his charge. 


¢ 
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The numbers of the High School, Durban, have decreased during the present year from: 48 in 1872 
to 40, owing to the fact that some parents in Durban prefer to send their children to the Dosrame 
schools which have been opened in the uplands, such as Bishop’s and Hilton Colleges. 


THE COMMON (MIXED) GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS OF PIETERMARITZBURG AND DURBAN. 


During the first half of 1878, the Government School was held in its old quarters, the Dutch 
Church. The Government had been warned that it was the intention of the Consistory to sell the 


“Yand, and a sum of £1,600 was placed on the Estimates of 1873 for the purpose of building a school 
‘house. The work commenced was stopped in March, resumed in July, and again arrested in Septem- 
‘ber, since which date nothing further has been done. : ) 


Tn the mean time the Dutch Church was sold, and the Government removed the school to Mr. 


~-Caldecott’s shed on the Market Square in July, paying at the rate of £72 a year in place of £36, which 
had been paid for the Dutch Church. After the new buildings were stopped in September, it became 
‘ necessary to continue the occupation of the shed in 1874, and a lease was obtained for one year for the 


“gum of £100. 


The shed was the only available building at the time, though the roof being nearly flat and of iron, 
the heat during the summer has been at times unbearable. There is no land around it for the children, 
and the packing and unpacking of raw hides in the immediate neighbourhood is objectionable. It is 
highly advisable that a public school house should be built as soon as possible. 

Mr, G. F. Richmond, selected by the late Superintendent of Education, came out from England 


and took charge of this school in April, and he has carried it on most successfully, under circumstances 


of difficulty. He is gradually introducing the system adopted in England for the management of 


- common day schools ; he has already dispensed with the services of one assistant, without injuring the 


efficiency of the school, and has thereby saved £50 a year. As he is able to select and train children 


_ to act as monitors, and afterwards as pupil teachers, he will be able to dispense with the services of his 


present assistants, thereby further reducing the expenses of this school by a sum of £100 or thereabouts. 
At Durban the Government school of this class is still held in the old wooden building by the 


| Hospital, on the land belonging to the Corporation, and let by them at a nominal rent to the Govern- 


ment so long as it might be required for a public school. The building was not intended for a school 


_ house, and is in a state of decay. A sum of £1,600 was placed on the Estimates for 1873 fora new 


school house, and the Corporation of Durban granted land in Queen Street for its site, on the under- 
standing that the land by the Hospital, at present occupied by the school, should be given back to them 
when the schoo] in Queen Street should be opened. Up to the present time material for the bulding 


only has been deposited on the ground, but the building has not been commenced. 


The school remains in charge of Mr. Hepworth, who (on the recommendation of the Rev. Canon 
Nisbett, late master of the Government School at Pietermaritzburg, in which school Mr. Hepworth had 
been an assistant teacher for six years) was made acting head master in October, 1872. 


The school fell into some disorder on the resignation of the headmaster, Mr. McLetchie, in the 


. previous June. 


Mr. Hepworth has restored the school to good order ; he has raised the average attendance from 60 


_ at the end of 1872, to 88 in 1873; he has introduced vocal music on the Tonic Sol Fa system ; and he 


is on friendly terms with his assistants. He was recommended in October for confirmation of his 


appointment, but at present without success. 
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Beside the grant of land in Queen Street by the Corporation, a grant of land at the Point was 
approved by the Government in October, and provision was to be made for building a school and 
master’s house in the Estimates for 1874. This, however, has not been done. 

It is particularly desirable that a school should be established as soon as possible in this neighbour- 

hood. The boys are growing up without training. There is not at present, so far as Iam aware, a 
‘boys’ school at the Point, and their presence is refused or granted only as an especial favor in such 
schools as exist there, and even if a Government mixed school were established at once, it would, I fear, 
be some time before the parents would send their girls to it. 
. Following up their own act in granting a school site in Queen Street, and the act of the Govern- 
ment in selecting a site at Addington, the Corporation offered a third site for a gchool on the Berea, on 
condition that the Government would build on it; but the Government has given the Corporation to 
understand that the duty of erecting the requisite building rests with them. 

In October, 1872, Dr. Mann, the late Superintendent of Education, was requested by the Govern- 
ment to select a teacher for the school at Durban, in place of Mr. McLetchie. Before Dr. Mann had 
made a selection, however, he received news of the appointment of a new Governor and the election of 
a new Legislative Council. On this he asked for fresh authority. This was sent him in October, but 


no news has reached us since of his action in the matter. 


AIDED SCHOOLS. 
PIETERMARITZBURG CITY AND COUNTY. 

The Infant School has Jost the valuable services of Miss Chatterton, who had acquired the system 
of Infant School drill from her predecessor, and carried it on with success. 
| This and the sister school at Durban we owe to the Wesleyan body ; they are the only schools of 

the kind in the Colony. In past years the teachers were procured at home, having received the especial 

training essential to success in these schools. Of late, however, the great demand for these teachers 
at home has rendered it difficult to secure their services out here ; and in Pietermaritzburg, as in Durban, 
the teachers have had to acquire a knowledge of the system on the spot. 

Mr. Wade, a veteran school master in England and in this Colony, who conducted the secondary 
school in Chapel Street, belonging to the Wesleyans, has been at length compelled to retire, and at 
present no one has succeeded to his charge. 

Miss Wilson, who has ably conducted the school (Ward No. 1) for girls in the City, has resigned, 
but the school is carried on by her successor. 

The day and boarding school held in the Wesleyan Chapel at Broughton has somewhat suddenly 
lost the services of Mr. Mason, by whom the boarding school element was introduced. His place, 
however, has been supplied, and with a fair prospect of success. 

The school at Fox Hill has been closed for a time, awaiting a successor to the late master. The 
schools at Fort Nottingham and Boston have been given up. 

On the other hand, two infant schools, one in the City and the other at New Leeds, and a 
school at York belonging to the Wesleyans, appear on the list of 1873. 

Two boarding schools also of the secondary class appear for the first time, one Bishop’s College 
in Pietermaritzburg, founded by the Church of the Province of South Africa, and the other Hilton 
College, in the country, the result of the individual energy of the Rev. W. O. Newnham, independent 
of denominational or other aid. Both these schools are for boys, and Mr. Newnham’s exclusively for 


boarders. 
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DURBAN BOROUGH AND COUNTY. 

In the town of Durban the school of St. Joseph’s, under the Rev. J. B. Sabon, has lost the services 
of Miss Mahoney, and changes have taken place in the mastership of Sydenham, New Germany, and 
of both schools at Pinetown. 

At New Germany the Rev. C. W. Posselt has brought with him from Hanover a teacher for the 
school in which the children are Germans. The teacher cannot at present speak English well, although 
he has a grammatical knowledge of it and understands it. He will be assisted for the present by the 
mistress. | 

Apparently it is as difficult to draw trained teachers from Germany as from England at present, 
and Mr. Posselt has had to make terms with the master whom he has brought out, which appeared 
hard to one or two, but have received the approval of the great body of the settlers. 


KLIP RIVER COUNTY. 


In Klip River County, Mr. Thorrold has succeeded to the charge of the schools at Ladysmith; he 
was for a while at the Government School at Pietermaritzburg, studying the system under Mr. 
Richmond. 

Of the Itinerant Grants for this County, two only are used. 


VICTORIA COUNTY. 

A school at Umblali, which has been in existence for several years under Mr. Hulett, has been 
placed on the list of 1873. | 

The district including Cornubia, Blackburn, Rosehill, Avoca, and the little Umhlanga, has been 
for years in an unsatisfactory state as regards its schools. Mr. Ripley at present is the only teacher left, 
and he has to conduct two schools at some miles apart. a | 

This district affords proof of our need of some central controlling body, removed from the immediate 
interests of each neighbourhood, yet cognizant of them, and with power to see its measures carried out. 
The difficulty of our local boards is, that its members seldom act in harmony, whereas people who object 
to the decision of a local committee on matters connected with their school would probably submit to 
those of a body acting from a distance, assisted by, but independent of, local advice and interests. 

Towards the frontier a school at New Guelderland chiefly used by the settlers from Holland has 


been closed. 


UMVOTI COUNTY. 


The boarding school at Hermannsburg has declined in numbers, owing no doubt in a measure to the 
preference felt by the Colonists to schools, like Bishops’s College and Mr. Newnham’s, in charge of 
English gentlemen. 

The School at Broeder’s Hoek has been closed. Of the eight Itinerant Grants which were raised 
to £20 a year at the suggestion of the Umvoti school committee, four only have been used. 


WEENEN COUNTY. 
No applications have been made during the year for grants in aid of schools; and the school at 
Enon, which alone survived into this year, was closed in March. 


No applications have been received for the use of Itinerant Grants in this county.

| boys of a family. In 1871 the fee was reduced to a uniform rate of 10s. in Durban from January, and 
in Pietermaritzburg from August.

If the future action of the Government as regards secondary education is to be confined to 
‘maintaining standard schools at Pietermaritzburg and Durban, which are self supporting, the question 


of the fees to be charged in them must be reconsidered. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS. 

Of Boarding Schools which profess to give a secondary or higher kind of education, the 
Government at present is granting aids to :—Bishop’s College with 43 scholars; Hilton College with 
73 scholars; Hermannsberg { with 22 scholars. - 

7 The total, 138, gives us a fair means of ascertainig how many boys there are at present among us 
for whose education their parents are prepared to pay £40 a year. 

It is to be presumed that about the same number of girls would be sent to Boarding Schools if 
they existed ; at present the only School of the kind drawing an aid is St. Mary’s College at Richmond. 

The difficulty as to Boarding Schools is to provide proper buildings, and Mr. Newnham assures 

“me that he would have many more scholars if he could take them in.

~ Hermannsberg returns a total of 62, but of this nnmber 29 are children of the Mission Station, and for the present purpose 
must be omitted. 
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Following out the idea of the Government providing model or standard Schools of this class, it 
appears not unreasonable to ask that the estates of the Pietermaritzburg and Durban Collegiate 
Institutions should be appropriated at once, and in the lifetime of the people who made the appropri- 
ations, to one Boarding School for boys and one for girls. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

It is manifest that our system of grants to Primary Schools in the country is not working 
satisfactorily ; there is constant change of Masters and consequent poor results in teaching. Young 
men, untrained to teach, take a school for a time, as the means of precuring money to engage in other 
pursuits; others take to teaching as a last resort; few indeed, whether men or women, adopt teaching 


as a permanent occupation, as in the case of other professions. 


These evils are increased by other circumstances ; our thin and scattered population, our scanty 
means, and (it must be confessed) our indifference to the education of our children ; it is sad to see in 
what strange outhouses, and with what rough accommodation, pareuts are content to let their children 
pass so many hours of their lives and in how many cases local jealousies are allowed to keep men 
from uniting to build school houses and to provide teachers for their children. 

Local Boards, during the fifteen years in which the present system of Grants in aid has been at 
work, have not, generally speaking, succeeded in establishing schools on a good and permanent footing. 
Local efforts, combined with Government aid, have together proved insufiicient to build schools and 
masters’ houses; the fees and contributions are generally difficult to collect, and uncertain in amount 
and duration, and consequently there has not been sufficient inducement for efficient teachers of good 
character to settle among us. Men who have had a training as teachers do not settle among us, content 
to spend their lives, as in other branches of the pablic service, in the exercise of their profession. 

In 1858 a Central School Board was appointed, apparently with a view to being the future executive 
element of our school system. Its action was, however, confined to drawing up a report recommending 
a system of Grants in aid of schools, and suggesting the appointment of a Superintendent of Education 
who was to be then Secretary, and on this officer virtually devolved the duty of carrying the system of 
Grants in aid into effect. He had to report directly to the Government on the state of the schools 
(native as well as white) receiving grants ; he had to recommend schools for grants, and to fix their 
amounts; he was also (so far as white schools are concerned) made agent to receive their grants, and 
to settle and pay their accounts for goods and stationery supplied to them. He had, in fact, on the one 
hand, to certify to the Treasury that all these schools were in an efficient condition, keeping up their 
numbers as returned in their registers, keeping regular hours of attendance, and supplying sound 
instruction; on the other, he had, as agent, to keep their accounts, and to receive and distribute their 
grants, to which, as Superintendent, he had certified that they were entitled. And to do all this, 
involving not only the responsibility which lies on the head of any department, but a great deal of 
mere office labour, he has up to the present time not been furnished with any staff, either of inspectors 
or clerks. 

It is clear that such arrangements might answer fairly enough when the schools were still few in 
number ; and as the system developed, its inherent defects would no doubt have been remedied, but for 
the apathy of the colonists on the subject of education and their political contests, which have made 


them indifferent up to the present time to inquiry and reform. 
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The Commission of Education at present sitting has, up to the present time, had primary education 
tinder consideration. The results of their inquiries into this and other educational matters will doubtless 
form the subject of a report at the approaching Session of the Legislative Council. 

Speaking simply as Superintendent of Education, I may express my hope that an attempt may be 
made to revive the Central Board of Education as the future executive element of any system; but at 
the same time the experience of the last seven years makes me doubt whether we have yet among us 
the material to create and maintain an efficient Board. 

The only Educational Board, beside the present Commission, at present in existence, is the body of 
Trustees of the Collegiate Institution, consisting of seven. It is always difficult out of these seven to 
secure the attendance of a quorum of three to transact business. Of the seven composing the present 
Commission, two have had to resign, and two, if not three, others have found regular attendance 
impossible, owing to the calls made on their time by their own business. We have as yet few men of 
sufficient leisure residing in Pietermaritzburg, and travelling for those who reside in the country will 
for years to come require time, trouble, and expense. Nevertheless, a Central Board, agreeing as it 
does with present feeling and practice in school affairs, should, I think, have a fair trial; it should have 
powers conferred on it to hold lands for educational purposes, and it should have control over any local 
boards and trustees. 

As to secondary education, the utmost which the Government can at present be expected to do, 1s 
to furnish a standard for other schools of the same class in the Colony. We have at present two day 
schools for boys; we should certainly have two day schools for girls also. The aim should be to make 
these schools as far as possible self-supporting ; and the salaries given to the heads of these and to ther 


assistants should be on a more liberal: scale, sufficient to secure their willing and permanent services. 


‘ COOLIE SCHOOLS. 

As the importation of Indian Immigrants has been resumed, we shall have a largely increased body 
of children for whom schools should be provided without delay; the present difficulties are:—1. The 
want of teachers; 2. The want of interest in the parents. 

It would be advisable to secure the services of a trained teacher from India through the Protector 
of Immigrants; The Rev. R. Stott (as stated in last year’s Report) is of opinion that a qualified teacher 
could be secured for £60 a year and his passage money. A proper school hcuse should be erected in 
Durban, and inducements held out to young scholars to qualify themselves to become teachers 
in schools on the plantations, by serving as monitors and public-teachers at the central school; and 
wherever schools have been opened, and they are conducted to the satisfaction of the Protector of 
Immigrants, attendance of the children living on the plantations should be made compulsory.

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COINS. 

With the exception of some Austrelian currency, in sovereigns and half-sovereigns, the coins in 
circulation are exclusively British, and are the legal tender in discharge of all debts ; consisting, in gold, 
of sovereigns and half-sovereigns; in silver, of crowns, half-crowns, florins, shillings, sixpences, 
fourpenny and threepenny pieces ; and in copper, of pence and half-pence. 

The coins in circulation have not in any way been defaced, altered, diminished, or augmented in 
their respective values. 

There are Indian rupees in circulation to a small amount, which pass current for two shillings each. 





AMOUNT OF COIN IN CIRCULATION. 
This cannot be correctly ascertained ; but the probable amount may be estimated at not more than 
£200,000. The Government and the Banks imported large amounts of coin during the year, but it is 
impossible to state how much of this sum remains in circulation here, or how much has found its way 


beyond the borders of the Colony.

WEIGHTS. 
Weights of the Imperial Standard were legalised and brought into use in this Colony under the 
Ordinance No. 11, 1852. 
Among the Dutch inhabitants, and in their commerce with the €nglish, weights of the standard of 
Amsterdam are occasionally used ; the proportion being 92 Ibs. Dutch to 100 lbs. English. 


MEASURES. 
The standard measures in this Colony are the Imperial, and were legalised by Ordinance No. 11, 1852. 
The Dutch inhabitants, however, in disposing of grain, are in the habit of adhering to the old 
Dutch standard, viz. :— 

1 Schepel equal to ‘766 old Winchester Bushel, or ‘743 Imperial. 

1 Muid equal to 4 Schepels, or 3:065 old Winchester Bushels, or 2:972 Imperial. 

1 Load equal to 10 Muids, or 30°65 old Winchester Bushels, or 29°72 Imperial. 

Thus 107 Dutch Schepels are equal to 82 Winchester Bushels.

The measurement of Land in Natal, since it was proclaimed a British Colony, has always been 
Imperial, viz., by acres, roods, perches, &c. 

Since the commencement of selling at the Pietermaritzburg Market of all erodes by Imperial 
weights and measures, the practice of dealing by the old Dutch standard has been gradually discon- 
tinued, though still adhered to in some of the country districts. |

NAVAL OFFICERS PROPOSING TO SETTLE IN THE COLONY OF 
NATAL.

1. In this Colony, Officers purchasing land are allowed a remission of the purchase money, 


according to the following scale :— 
Field Officers of 25 years’ service and upwards, in the whole ... . £600 


Field Officers of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole ... .. 900 
Field Officers of 15 or less years’ service, in the whole ... as ... 400 
Captains of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole as ...* 400 
Captains of 15 years’ service or less, in the whole es ao ... 800 
Subalterns of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole ie ... 300 
Subalterns of 7 years’ service and upwards, in the whole _... .. 200 


Subalterns under 7 years’ standing are not entitled to any remission 


in the purchase of land. 


2. Regimental Staff Officers, and Medical Officers of the Army and Navy, are allowed the benefit. 
of these Regulations; but Military Chaplains, Commissariat Officers, and Officers of any of the Civil 
Departments of the Army, Pursers, Chaplains, Midshipmen, Warrant Officers of every description, and 
Officers of any of the Civil Departments of the Navy, are not allowed any privileges in respect of land. 
Although members of these classes may have been admitted formerly, and under different circum- 
stances, they are now excluded. Mates in the Royal Navy rank with Ensigns in the Army, and Mates 
of three years’ standing with Lieutenants in the Army, and are entitled respectively to corresponding 
privileges in the acquisition of lands. 


3. In order to take advantage of these privileges, Officers of the Army on fall or half-pay should 
provide themselves with a certificate from the office of the General Commanding-in-Chief, stating their 
rank and length of service ; and Officers of the Navy should obtain from the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty a certificate showing that their settlement in a British Colony has been sanctioned, and 


stating their rank and length of service. No document from the office of the Secretary of State is 
necessary. 


4. This certificate will not on any account be issued to the same Officer more than once, nor to any 
Officer on half-pay who shall for two years immediately preceeding his application have resided in the 
Colony in which he seeks to make it available. 


5. Gentlemen who have ceased to belong to Her Majesty’s service will not be allowed advantages 
in the acquisition of land. This rule, however, is not to affect Officers, who having obtained permission 
to settle in a British Colony, have quitted the service for the purpose of doing so. But in such cases it 


will be necessary that their certificate of service and permission should be presented to the Governor 
of the Colony within one year from that date. 
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6. As these grants are made with the object of encouraging permanent settlement in the Colonies, 
Officers will not for the space of two years from the date at which they obtain their land receive a 
Crown grant for it, but willin the meantime receive a “ Location Ticket.” At the expiration of two 
years, the Officer on showing to the satisfaction of the Governor that he is bond fide a resident settler 
in the Colony, and has so resided continuously since receiving his ‘ Location Ticket,” will be entitled 
to a Crown grant in exchange for it. If, however, application should not be made for the exchange of 
the “Location Ticket” within twelve months from the expiration of the two years for which it is 
granted, it will be considered to have lapsed, and the land will be open to sale or grant. In case of” 
the Officer’s dying while holding a “ Location Ticket,” the land to which it refers will be transferred to 
his legal representative. 

7. In case of such death occurring before the ‘ Location Ticket ” is obtained, the Governor of the 
Colony is authorised to make the certificate available in favour of the child, or other nearest representa - 


tive of the deceased Officer, as he may find advisable. 


By Government Notice No. 84, 1871, the following Conditions were added :— 


Every Naval or Military Officer who may have received a “ Location Ticket,” or other provisionai 
order entitling him, under certain conditions, and after a certain lapse of time, to receive a grant of 
Crown Land in this Colony, will be required, before he can receive an absolute grant in exchange for: 
such ‘‘ Location Ticket” or other provisional order, to show to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
that he has resided on the land in question for not less than six months in each of two consecutive. 
years, or during any twelve months of such two years, and that he has erected on the said land such 
buildings as at the expiration of that time may be certified by the Surveyor-General of the Colony to. 
be suitable for residence and farm purposes, according to the agricultural character of the particulai- 
portion of the Colony in which such land may be situated, and that during such two years he has 
actually cultivated or stocked such land in such manner as may be certified by the Surveyor-General of 
the Colony to show a bona fide intention on his part to continue in the beneficial occupation thereof, or 


to have imparted to it an enhanced saleable value. 


CONDITIONS ON WHICH GRANTS AND LEASES OF CROWN LANDS ARE MADE TO 
IMMIGRANTS INTO THIS COLONY, AS PUBLISHED BY GOVERNMENT NOTICE. 


No. 22, 1869. 


A settler with £500 capital, or an annuity of £50 a year, will receive a Land Order for 200 acres, 
with a 400 acre reserve. 

A settler with £250 capital will receive a Land Order for 100 acres, with 200 acres reserve. 

A settler with £100 capital will receive a Land Order for 50 acres, with 100 acres reserve. 

The reserves will be purchasable at 5s. an acre at any time within the first five years. 

Coast lands, but without any reserve, will be allotted at the rate of one-half the above Land Orders.

2. GRANTS OF LAND.- 1873. 
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A settler with a competent knowledge of farming, and means to support himself and his family 
till he can raise his crop, will receive a Land Order for 50 acres, to which a reserved commonage will 


be attached, in localities where this is practicable. 


(rants for the respective Land Orders will not be issued till after two years, and then only on 


proof of continuous occupation of the land during eight months of each year. 


Assistance, not exceeding £10 per statute adult, will be given to all settlers selected aud sent out 
by the Emigration Agent. 
Pasturage Licenses will be issued for Land in Class A, terminable at the end of cach year. 


Applicants for Leases of Pasturage Lands in Class B, before lst January, 1873, will be allowed a 


pre-emption over their runs at 5s. an acre, but will not be allowed ‘to purchase less than the whole run. 


Tmumigrants are allowed a period of 12 months after their arrival in the Colony for the selection of 
their lands, provided they do uot quit the Colony during this period without the sanction of the 


Ticutenant-Governor. 


Renta or Pastora, Lanvs.—lmmigrants posscssed of audequate knowledge and means will be 
allowed to hire 1,000 acres of Crown Lands, suited for pastoral occupation, at a yearly rental of 1d. per 
acre. The lands thus Jet will be distributed into two classes ; of which one. Class A, will be nearer to 


townships and settlements ; and the other, Class B, more remote. 


Class A will be let on an annual license, renewable at the pleasure of the Colonial Government 
trom year to year. 
Class B will be let on a lease tor cight yeurs, and both classes are subject to the conditions of 


actual occupation and stocking,* and the rent is to be paid cach year in advance. 


‘The above regulations apply to lmmigrants coming to Natal provided with Land Orders from Dr. 
Mann, Emigration Agent in England, and also from the Cape Colony, with Land Orders from any of 
the Agents there ; but British subjects who may arrive from any country in which there is no Emigra- 
tion Agent for this Colony, will likewise be entitled to the same privileges as those who are possessed 
of Land Orders, provided they comply with the foregoing established regulations, and apply for their 


(rrants within a period of three months from their arrival in the Colony.+

‘Referring to the above, made public the following conditions on the subject of granting Pastoral 
Leases to newly-arrived Immigrants. ‘These conditions have been duly approved by the Right Hon. 


the Secretary of State for the Colonies :— 


Renta, ok PastroraLt FANpbs. 


1. Applications from residents in the Colony, as also from recently-arrived Immigrants, will be 
received by the Surveyor-General, for occupation of tracts of Crown Lands, not less than one thousand 
xcres, and not exceeding two thousand acres, in extent, at a yearly rental of not more than one penny per 


acre nor less than half that sum, the amount to be determined upon in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 








* Nork.—The stocking refe rred to will be one sheep for every five acres, or one horned beast for every twenty-five acres. 


+ Norr.—-Referring to the last paragraph, the Emigration Agency in England has been transferred.to Her Majesty’s Colonial 
Land and Emigration Commissioners, who have been empowered to issue Land Orders to Emigrants proceeding from the United 
Kingdom of (ireat Britain and Ireland to this Colony, Tho Emigration Agencies in the Cape Colony have been abolished. 
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2. Each application must be accompanied by the deposit of a sum equal to one year’s rent, 
ealculated at the higher rate. 


3. Hach appheant who may be accepted in manner hereinafter mentioned shall, in the first place 
be granted a License, which shall be of a yearly tenure, terminable on three months’ notice, and 


renewable at the pleasure of the Government from year to year. 
4, The qualifications necessary to obtain a License are as follows :— 
1. Applicant to be of European descent. 


2. To adduce proot to the satisfaction of the Government that he 1s possessed of the following 
live Stock, oy. one sheep for every five acres, or one horned beast for every twenty- 
five acres, or means of acquiring such live stock when License is to be granted, or by 
proof of a registered agreement that he has an interest (equal to one half) in double 


that amount. of live stock per acre. 


5. Holders of Licenses may obtain a lease of the land which they have been permitted to rent, if 
such land shall be of the class B, mentioned in Government Notice No. 150, 1868, republished in 


Government Notice No. 22 of 1869, on the following terms and conditions, viz. :— 


1. The lease shall not exceed eight years, but may be renewed on application of the lessee six 
months before its termination, such renewal, however, and the conditions of it, shall be 
altogether at the discretion of the Government, and shall not be claimable as a right 


by the lessee. 


2, Payment in advance is to be made annually of the rent for such lease, at such rate per acre 


as may have been fixed in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 


3. Each lease may be converted into freehold at five shillings per acre, or a portion of the 
same, not less than 250 acres, and in the latter case the Leaseholder shall be entitled 
to a further leaso of twice the quantity converted into freehold as grazing iands, should 
land be available for the purpose, at such rent, and not exceeding one penny, and not 
less than one half-penny per acre, as may be determined on by the Government, to be 


paid annually in advance. 


4, Kach Leaseholder, before his application for a lease is entertained, must prove to the 
satisfaction of the Government that he is in a position to occupy such land with the 


live-stock in the same manner as applicants for Licenses. 


5». On any Leaseholder failing in the punctual payment in advance ef the annual rent due by 
him on the lease he holds, or in keeping his land stocked in the proportions stipulated 


in his lease, or in the fulfilment of the conditions of his lease, such lease shall 


immediately terminate and become void. 


kor the purpose of ascertaining the qualifications of applicants, and fixing the rental of lands to 
be occupied on License or on Lease, Land Boards shall be constituted in the districts in which the lands 
are situated for which application may be made, The Magistrates in their respective districts shall be 
az oficio chairmen of such Boards. Each Board shall consist further of the Surveyor-General of the 


Colony, or of some qualified public officer, or Licensed Surveyor, appointed by him, and of one or more 
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resident landholders in the district acquainted with the lands applied for, and who shall be selected by 
the Magistrate and the Surveyor-General, and be approved by the Government. It shall be the duty 
of such Boards to ascertain and judge of the qualifications of applicants, and to fix the rate of rental 
to be paid per acre on the lands let by Government, according to their relative fitness for pastoral 
occupation. All layds let, whether on an annual license or on lease, shal! be subject to the conditions 
of actual and continuous occupation, to stocking, &c., and it shall be the duty of the Land Boards 


aforesaid to ascertain from time to time whether these conditions are fulfilled. 





The above are the conditions which were in force at the commencement of the year 1873. By 
Government Notice No. 170, dated August 15th, 1873, the Lieutenant-Governor directed it to be 
notified that grants of Land by this Government to Military and other Immigrants would be discontinued, 
immediately after the arrival in England of the Mail which was then just leaving. 


No pastoral lease, on any terms, whatever, will be granted in future. 


No grants have subsequently been made, except to those whose applications were sent in before the 


issue of this Government Notice.

Supreme Court Sessions. 
There were during this year cases for trial at every Monthly Criminal Session of. the Supreme 
Court, except in February. 
Cirewt Courts. 
There were only two Circuit Courts held at Estcourt, and the same number at Ladysmith, viz., in 
the months of March and October. 


Indictments presented. 


There were ninety-four prisoners indicted by me before the Supreme and Circuit Courts.

Comparison with preceding year. 

The number of convictions before the Supreme and Circuit Courts during the year was 63, or 20 
in excess of the preceding year, thus showing an increase at the rate of 46°51 per cent. 

Of offences against the person, there was an increase of 6, or at the rate of 27°27 per cent.; of 
offences against property, an increase of sixteen, or at the rate of 78°94 per cent. Of other offences 
there was only one, or half the number of the preceding year. 

Nineteen were acquitted, or five more than in 1872. 

Twelve cases fell through, being four more than in the preceding year.

Cambined Court Cases. 
The number of convictions of natives for stealing, killing, or wounding cattle was 30, or four more 
than in 1872; but, to revert to previous years, the number of convictions in 1869 was 38. 
The Magistrates’ Returns, however, if reliable, disclose the remarkable statement that, although 
there were only 30 convictions, there were 94 cases reported. 
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Apprehensions and Summonses—-Ezplanation of increase in Crimea, 
The total number of apprehensions and summonses throughout the Colony was 4,102, as against 
3,370 in the preceding year, or 782 increase, being at the rate of 21 per cent.; but this and the other 


increases alluded to nfay chiefly be attributed to the exceptional cause of the recent disturbances 
amongst the native population. 


° Minor Offences. 
Of summary convictions there were during the year 3,327, or 440 more than in 1872, thus showing 


an increase at the rate of 15°24 per cent. in minor offences during the year under report, as compared 


with the year immediately preceding same. 


Crime in the two Principal Counties. 


In the County of Pietermaritzburg there were 741 summary convictions, or 50 more than in 1872, . 
being an increase at the rate of 7:28 per cent. 

In the County of Durban there were 1,352 convictions, or 382 more than in 1872, being an increase 
at the rate of 39°38 per cent.; but this increase is chiefly owing to the greater number of apprehensions 
and convictions for offences against the Borough Bye-laws. 


Notice of Conspicuous Crimes. 

I now proceed to remark upon the prominent cases during 1873. 

_ The most serious case during the year was the unprovoked marder with a knob-kerrie, in Klip 
River Division, by a native man of a native girl. The case was tried at Ladysmith in October ; prisoner 
was found guilty unanimowsly, but with a recommendation to mercy from two of the jury. As, how- - 
ever, that recommendation appeared to have been made upon inadmissible grounds, the sentence was 
ordered to be carried out, and prisoner was executed accordingly. 

At the April Durban Criminal Session an aged and decrepit native man from Inanda Division was 
found guilty of murder by stabbing with an assegai his wife, whom the priscner suspected of attempting 
to injure him by means of witchcraft. Prisoner was found guilty, but being strongly recommended to 
mercy by the jury, his sentence was commuted to imprisonment for the term of his natural life. 

Another native, who was tried at Estcourt in March for murder of his wife, by severely beating 
her, was convicted only of Culpable Homicide. 

A fourth native, who on the same occasion was tried for murder of a native man, was likewise 
found guilty of the lesser crime of Culpable Homfcide. 

At the June Durban Circuit, a case against a native for sundae of native by stabbing with an 
assegai; and at the Pietermaritzburg Criminal Session for the same month, a charge against a native 
for murdering ‘a native in a similar manner, also terminated in a verdict for Culpable Homicide. The 
last four cases, therefore, have been entered in the Blue Book Return under the head of Manslaughter 

An aged European man was murdered in Inanda Division, but every effort to discover the murderer 
has hitherto failed to succeed. 

Beyond these cases, and a case against a native lad, who was convicted of the crime of rape upon 
a European child of tender years—dumb and imbecile—~—and was sentenced to death, but whose case is 
still under consideration ; and two cases of rape and two cases of murder now awaiting trial; and the 
cases against a number of natives for rebellion, which are still under consideration, there is nothing 


further in the Criminal Records of the year requiring special remark. 
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Legislation. 
The recent Session of the Legislative Council has been prolific in measares for the prevention and 


suppression of crime. 


New Police Force—Native Detectives—Eztension of Native Law—New Law against Trespass— 
Appointment of additional Magistrates. 


The establishment of a comprehensive system of Police; the introduction of a system of native 
detectives—a duty for the exercise of which amongst their own people the natives possess a peculiar 
aptitude; the extension and application of the arbitrary but efficacious system of Native Law to the 
detection, trial, and punishment of certain classes of offenders against Europeans ; the adoption of s 
eiringent Law of Trespass ; and lastly, the proposed appointment of an additional Magistrate in each 
of the two principal Counties of the Colony, are measures which cannot fail, if properly carried out, to 
exert a highly beneficial influence in checking the progress of crime. . 

These measures have not as yet been brought into practical operation, and it would be idle to 
expect that their advantages will be at once apparent, or that they will produce any immediate improve- 
ment in the Criminal Records. On the contrary, it is only reasonable to anticipate that the increased 
supervision and the improved means of detecting and punishing crime will in the first instance produce 
apparently a contrary effect, by augmenting the number of convictions, but they will, I trust, eventually 
enable me in my future Annual Reports to present more cheering statements that I am now enabled to 
submit. 

Remarks on Defective Means of Investigating Cases of Poisoning. 

I would take this opportunity of calling attention to a subject of considerable public importance, 
which has during the year under review, as well as in previous years, been brought prominently under 
my notice, and which has in several cases occasioned no little difficulty. I allude to the absence of any 
analytical chemist in the Colony, and of any appliances or means whereby a chemical analysis may be 
made in cases of alleged poisoning. 

During the past year a native in Klip River Division died suddenly immediately after partaking of 
some medicine administered by another native, and a charge of poisoning was preferred. No proof 
could be obtained of the cause of death, but as there were circumstances in the case indicating the 
extreme improbability of intentional poisoning, I remitted the case to be dealt with under Native Law. 

In another case a native was accused of attempting to poison a European family in the city. Asin 
the previous case, no analysis could be obtained. 


In previous cases a similar difficulty has been experienced.

The separation enforced, where the gaol accommo- 
dation admits of it, is that of sexes and races. 
Prisoners on remand are also, where practicable, 
kept apart from convicted prisoners. All male 
prisoners sentenced to hard labour are worked in 
association.

Religious services are regularly performed in 
the Gaol at Pietermaritzburg by ministers of the 
Episcopalian, Roman Catholic, Wesleyan, and 
Corgregational Independent persuasions. At 
Durban occasional services are held by ministers 
of the Church of England, Roman Catholic, and 
Wesleyan persuasions. At Ladysmith aclergyman 
of the Church of the Province of South Atrica 
holds service for the native prisoners evcry Sunday. 
At Richmond the different ministers residing there 
attend any prisoner who asks for their ministration. 
At Newcastle a missionary of the Berlin Society 
performs the Protestant service once a month. At 
the other gaols, viz., Estcourt, Verulam, Umblali, 
Richmond, and Umzinto, no services are held.

Detail the arrangements as to baths and lavatories.—Two small wards used as bath rooms adjoin the 
main wards, cach containing a fixed enamelled iron bath, one for hot water, the other for cold, the 
water being supplied to each bath and discharged by means of iron piping ; portable baths, when 
ordered, are given at the patient’s bed side; each patient is bathed on admission, previous to 
entering bed. A vapour and shower bath are much needed. There is a lavatory fitted with four 
hand-basins, and three iron foot-basins; water being supplied and discharged by means of iron 


piping.

115 feet from the nearest ward at the back of the Hospital, the soil being washed away toward the 
river, at the bottom of the hill upon which they are erected, by a constant stream of water. Night 


stools are used in the wards, strict attention being paid to their being kept perfectly clean, which 
has been found to answer better than the “ Dry Earth System ”’ in this Institution.

In 1873, the admissions were 379, and the deaths 49, which exceeded those of the preceding year by 123 in the 
former, and 31 in the latter. 


This very large increase was due in part to the arrival from up coast of a large body of liberated African 
slaves, many of whom were brcught by their privations and sufferings to a very low state; and 35 were taken 
into Hospital, of whom seven died. 


The increase is further accounted for by a greater number of admissions of seamen from tho vessels in 
harbonr, and also from the increase of destitution in town both of seamen without ships, and vagrants, amongst 
whom many cases occurred so folorn and sickly as to justify their admission for medical treatment. 


The large proportion of deaths may be explained thus :— 


7 deaths amongst the hberated Africans. 
9 cases brought to Hospital moribund. 
7 brought in the last stages of disease. 
7 deaths from accidents, of which 8 died from tetanus. 
1 suicide by hanging, and 
10 patients in whose cases recovery was hopeless, leaving 2 per cent. of deaths in the remaining 
number treated. 


Accidents. —There were 57 accidents, seven of whom sunk under the injuries received. 


Fevers.—Of 86 fevers nearly all were of the remittent form, and occurred amongst the liberated slaves, and 
seafaring people doing business along the coast of Africa, between Zauzibar and this port. 


DPysentery.—Several cases of this ‘disease were so severe as to resist all remedies employed, and nine deaths 
took place under this head.

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The necessity which existed in 1872, still continues urgent for an adequate development of the whole 
Hospital establishment. Hither a Clerk, or a Compounder and Dispenser of medicines is much required in 
addition to the “ Male Attendant,” who cannot longer with credit to himself, or satisfaction to the Government, 
perform alone all the duties which devolve upon him under the now permanently increased number of patients, 
with greater number of servants, and much increased business of the establishment. 


There exists as yet no regular system of bedside nursing; there is one permanent narse, but there ought to 
be at least two, who could relieve each other in attendance upon the serious cases. 


The servants are invariably out of humour when required to do night watching, because their duties are such 
as not to allow of postponement, and they are thus deprived opportunity of recovering their sleep in the day time. 


The Store Rooms, Dead House, additional Wards, Stable, Lean-to Room, Lumber Room, Dwarf Wall and 
Tron Railing, Rubble to paths, Seawater Pumps, arrangement for daily removal of Hospital refuse, Enclosing 
Wall, and other important requirements have stood over during the past year, and none of them have been 
supplied. 


A vote of £600 has been passed by the Legislative Council for improvements, but I fear this sum will fall far 
short of meeting all the needs of the Hospital. 


The Architect of the building states that a foundation was laid with provision for a second story, and I think 
that in making additions, the raising by one story of the building would prove the most compact and convenient. 
and perhaps afford opportunity of altering the roof, which, notwithstanding frequent repairs, continues to be very 
leaky, and thus spoils the ceilings and proves uncomfortable to the inmates. 


The sum of £250 has been voted fora supply of Surgical Instruments and Appliances.
